We hav e often noticed that set 
tlements and towns were named 
one way and then another and 
that changes ov er the y ears wou ld 
so often take place. For instance 
Dix on was first settled as Ogee’s 
Ferry and later became known 
as Dix on’s Ferry before adopting 
the name u nder which we all 
know it today . 


Rochelle was first known to 
the early pioneers as Hickory 
Grov e and later by the name of 
Lohlolly Grov e; a “lohlolly ” be­ 
ing a marshy , damp place where 
liv estock and wild animals wal­ 
lowed in the wet soil creating a 
mu ddy slime. It was the early 
Sou therner coming to the v icinity 
that referred to the location as 
this. 
Later 
Rochelle 
was 
named 
Lane’s Grov e after E. P. Lane, a 
Rockford indu strialist who, with 
others, owned mu ch of the land 
on which the city now stands. It 
wasn't u ntil 1865 that the name 
Rochelle was giv en to the city 
throu gh an act of the State Leg­ 
islatu re. 
Ashton was first incorporated, 
on Feb. 16. 18 65 , as Ogle Station 
bu t two y ears later, on March 5, 
18 67, by a special legislativ e act 
had its named changed to the 
present form. There were some 
who wanted to call the commu ­ 
nity Prairiev iew, bu t the name 
Ashton prov ed to be the more 
popu lar. 
Paw' Paw, in the eastern part 
of Lee Cou nty , was giv en its 
name by the early settlers who 
noticed a small tree that bore 
sweet fru it somewhat like a ba­ 
nana in shape and flav or growing 
among the more than 2,000 acres 
of oaks, maples and walnu ts in 
the v icinity . 
At one time there were three 
separate v illages; East Paw Paw 
Sou th Paw Paw and West Paw 
Paw, the last being the only 
su rv iv or and site of the present 
v illage. 
Lee Center was so named be 
cau se of its location; 
approx i 
mately in 
the center of Lee 
Cou nty . 
Franklin Grov e was first nam 
ed Chaplin when the v illage was 
laid ou t on May 3, 18 43. Howev er 
when the railroad came throu gh 
and changed the names of some 
of their stations, “ Father” John 
Dix on requ ested the v illage be 
named after his deceased son 
Franklin; 
a fav or the railroad 
granted in 185 4. 
Amboy was probably named 
after a city of like name in New 
Jersey and is an Indian wore: 
moaning “ a bowl.”

Japanese joint secu rity treaty 
has held a defensiv e u mbrella 
ov er Japan—to the gratitu de of 
parctically no one.

eight y ears 
after

treaty cam e into effect, on Ju ne 
22, 19 60, history is coming close 
to repeating itself. 


It was on Ju ne, 16, 1960, that 
the 
then 
Japanese 
premier, 
Nobu su ke Kishi, in a hu milating 
retreat before Japanese leftists, 
asked President Eisenhower to 
cancel 
a 
projected 
v isit 
to 
safety . 


The day before, on Ju ne 15 , 
d a i l y 
mass 
demonstrations 
against the treaty reached their 
peak. Twenty -thou sand leftists, 
inclu ding 
stu dents 
and 
labor 
u nionists, inv aded the compou nd 
of the Diet (Parliam ent) and 
held it for more than six hou rs. 
In the ensu ing battle more than 
600 policemen and 270 demon­ 
strators were inju red. 
The treaty has rem ained the 
most div isiv e single issu e in 
Japan. 
Nex t month Japanese v oters 
will elect half the members of 
Parliament’s u pper hou se. It is a 
v irtu ally powerless body 
and 
the

relativ ely little importance ex ­ 
cept that it will prov ide another 
political testing grou nd for the 
treaty .

There's a sneaker in a Hill

die Senate Banking and Currency 
Committee that ig nores the g old 
crisis entirely and the tax pay ­ 
ers' pockctlwmks as well. It is 
innocuous-sounding S.3218. 
Since 19 45 the Ex port-lmport 
Bank has supported world trade by lending the 
U.S. tax pay ers* money abroad and g uaranteeing 
•r insuring commercial loans to finance interna­ 
tional commerce. 
Some months before the British pound was de­ 
v alued last fall, and hardly known to the public, 
the Administration asked Cong ress for a big boost 
In the bank's lending limit. The loan rolling was 
lifted from $9 billion to $13.5 billion. In that quiet 
m m c. howev er, Ihe repay mrnt terms were stated 
to remain urchang ed. 
But now' comes the reload — the second step.

would allow the Ex port-lmport Bank to make 
loans and commitments abroad up to $2 billion 
that “ do not meet the test of reasonable assurance 
of repay ment.’* 
Those are the words, folks, and if we suffer­ 
ing tax pay ers don’t know what they mean we know' 
■othing . 
E \en thoug h v ou’d think that the test of “ rea­ 
sonable assurance of repay ment’* is about as far 
a s any terms could stretch for what Is somehow' 
eaUed “ a loan,” quiet little S.3218 sinks ev en that 
without a trace. 
The tax pay ers 
of course, would pav the hill 
for any losses. But that fact, too. is obscured. The 
Mil states that “ the hank” itself would pay all 


ln« fscs up to $188 million. Then, adding to Ihe dou­ 
ble-talk, it g oes on to prov ide that the U.S. Treas­ 
ury would absorb whatev er is needed ov er $100 
million “ without fiscal y ear limitations.” 


It Is obv ious that the public Is not intended to 
understand this. The simple fact is that both the 
bank and the Treasury g et their funds from the 
tax pay ers.

The hill’s disg uise does not stop ev en there. 
Believ e it or not, the Washing ton Robin Hoods of 
Ihe Red Ink present S.3218 as an attack on our 
balance-of-pay ments problem! Yet the essence of 
that problem Is that we send fewer dollars abroad 
and bring more into the United States. 


Our foreig n g iv e-away s hav e ex ceeded $130 bil­ 
lion. And there is a bottom to the barrel — re­ 
g ardless of disg uises. In fact, we are officially 
loid, and retold, that our country is now in a 
financial bind. 


There Is a limit to the number of failures that 
America v an absorb. In foreig n aid our duty is 
to be useful not according to our desires but ac­ 
cording to our powers. The adult and v ibrant 
economy of this country cannot carry the load 
ev ery where being piled upon it at our tax pay ers’ 
ex pense if also we are to he held responsible for 
the prosperity in countless nations J ust learning 
to crawl. 


In Aug ust. l%(i. on thi 
5th anniv ersary of 
the 
Alliance 
for 
Prog ress, 
President 
J ohnson 
promised 
American g oals in Latin America of 
140 million new jobs, a millon new' homes, and 
countless new classrooms, with no desirable way 
to achiev e these ev en thoug h our tax pay ers hav e 
been putting about $1 billion a y ear down there. 
These are (he kind of promises that g iv e birth 
to quiet little S.3218 and other back-door handouts 
that complicate our crisis ev en hey ond any thing 
that appears on the surface. In fact. Rep. Otto 
Passman <D., La.) finds that the current foreig n 
aid declared to be $3 billion Is actually closer to 
$9 billion, with nearly $6 billion buried in 14 other 
separate appropriations. 
The only way to stop these disg uised handouts 
is to stop them.

of racial preju dice.” 
P reju dices 
a re learned.

one ex pert pu t it: “ Children are 
not born w ith preju dice; 
they 
catch it.” 
P reju dice can stu nt a child’s 
personality 
dev elopm ent 
and 
hav e dev astating resu lts as he 
g rows into childhood. This ap­ 
plies to the child who is the car­ 
rier of the preju dice as well as 
to the v ictim . 
P a re nts can teach th eir chil­ 
dren — by w ord and by deed

T here w as a long history of 
insanity in the family of the man 
w’ho tried to kill A ndrew John­ 
son. A fter attacking his sister 
w ith a fou r-pou nd w eig ht, the 
cou rt ju dg ed him m entally in­ 
capable and not responsible ftor 
his acts. At tim es he believ ed 
he w as 
R ichard III, king of 
E ng land. 
It is reported that psy cholo­ 
g ists who stu died Lee H arv ey 
O swald as a teen-ag er recom ­ 
m ended th a t he be confined to 
a m ental institu tion becau se of 
“ potentially 
dang erou s 
schizo 
phrenic tendencies.” 
Sev eral of the attac kers saw 
them selv es acting a t the direc­ 
tion of God. 
Thou g h 
not m u ch is known 
y et abou t 
Sirhan Sirhan, it is 
ev ident th a t the record of presi 
dential assassins su g g ests this 
cou ntry wou ld do well to do more 
tow ard identify ing , treating and 
earing for those people who are 
so sick m entally th at they are 
a dang er to them selv es and to 
society . 
A g re a t deal of w ork needs 
to be done in sing ling ou t those 
children who by heredity , acci­ 
dent or ea rly ex periences are 
alm ost certainly destined to be 
dang erou sly m entally ill. 
Bu t identification is only the 
sta rt. At least two of the attack­ 
ers listed abov e were ju dg ed ser 
iou sly m entally ill y ears before 
they attacked a president. 
In some states the care o: 
mentally sick people is a dis­ 
g race. Not nearly enoug h is done 


to care for or to cu re these u n­ 
fortu nates. Both they and soc­ 
iety pay a price.

There has been a rev olu tion in 
the desig n of nu rsing bottles. One 
of the new models has a neck 
that that is at a 45-deg ree ang le 
from the bottle. The baby sits u p­ 
rig ht to nu rse and is able to con­ 
trol his swallowing as in breast 
feeding . He also stay s aw’ake and 
feeds m ore smoothly than with 
the old straig bt-ang le bottle. The 
adv antag es reported by m others 
w’ho hav e u sed this bottle are 
fewer attacks of colic and less 
spitting u p. 
Another new model is 
a soft, 
sterile, collapsible bottle. It has 
the adv antag e that the form u la 
flow's freely as long as the baby 
su cks on the nipple, in contrast 
to the rig id bottle which requ ires 
that the baby su ck, then release 
the nipple so that air can enter 
the bottle to replace the milk that 
was withdrawn. The fact that the 
new bottles can be u sed only 
once adds a little to the ex pense 
bu t elim inates the necessity of 
washing and boiling . 
It shou ld be rem em bered, how­ 
ev er, that no bottle can ev er 
m atch the breast. Breast-fed ba­ 
bies hav e been fou nd to cry less 
becau se they are less likely to be 
ov erfed and bcau se they hav e a 
closer contact with their m others. 
Q—Is there any dang er in g iv ­ 
ing a small child a hom em ade 
cou g h sy ru p that contains honey , 
lemon ju ice and whisky ? 
A—The v alu e of cou g h sy ru ps 
in g eneral is slig ht and the ad­ 
v antag es 
of 
not 
introdu cing 
a 
child to alcohol in any form are 
g reat. For a tig ht cou g h, the old- 
fashioned crou p kettle is a better 
m eans of loosening secretions and 
checking 
a 
cou g h. 
When 
the 
cou g h is loose, it is on the mend 
and no treatm ent is necessary .

Califano Jr.. told newsmen at 
the Tex as White House Satur­ 
day that “ there will he no stone 
unturned in try ing to get this 
p assed.
